Planned   for 
Newsletters 

The  ALUMNI  COLUMNS,  the 
official  publication  of  the  Alumni 

Association,  which  has  been  pub- 
lished quarterly  during  the  reg- 
ular school  year,  will  be  pul)lished 
every  month  through  the  months 
of  September  to  May.  inclusive. 
It  has  been  agreed  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Association 
that  it  would  serve  a  long-felt 
need  of  the  alunmi  to  change  the 
frequency  of  the  publication,  even 
though  the  issues  themselves 
would  be  smaller  and  in  the  form 
of  a  news-letter.  This  change  in 
frequency  would  give  to  the 
alumni  more  recent  news  than  is 
possible  in  a  quarterly  magazine. 
In  making  the  change,  liowever, 
the  directors  agreed  that  two  of 
the  issues,  the  Fall  Homecoming 
issue  and  the  Spring  Homecoming 
issue,  would  be  sent  out  in  the 
magazine  style  formerly  used. 

In  order  for  the  alumni  office 
to  handle  the  mailing  of  the 
monthly  publication,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
purchase  an  addressograph,  the 
necessary  plates,  frames,  index 
cards,  cabinets,  etc.  The  purchase 
of  this  material  will  greatly  facili- 
tate the  mailing  of  not  only  the 
COLUMNS  but  any  other  letters 
or  general  information  that  will 
go  out  of  the  office  from  time  to 
time. 

The  College  has  furnished  the 
alumni  office  with  a  Graphotype 
machine,  electrically  operated, 
that  will  cut  our  own  plates  and 
save  quite  an  item  of  expense  in 
purchasing  plates  already  cut  for 
use  in  the  addressograph.  With 
the  Graphotype  furnished  us, 
plates  may  be  cut  for  new  ad- 
dresses each  time  a  change  of  ad- 
dress is  received,  and  our  mailing 
addresses  can  be  kept  up  to  date. 

All  this  equipment  has  cost  the 
Association  money,  and  it  has  been 
spent  in  an  effort  to  serve  the 
alumni  better  and  give  you  what 
we  believe  you  want — regular  and

and  his  M.  A.  degree  from  L.  S.  U. 
in   1929. 

Jn  192.5,  Mr.  Mitchell  came  to 
the  campus  as  Registrar  of  the 
College  and  was  serving  in  that 
ca|)acity  at  the  time  of  his  death.
